A sPEcIAL meeting of the Aberdeen Division was held on Decer-ber 
12th, 1929. On the motion of Dr, Cartes Forses, seconded by 
Dr, Levack, the following resolution was unanimously carried : 

That the present Aberdeen Division be divided into a City and 
County Division, the latter to include Kincardineshire. 

The a recommendations were also carried, Dr. Forsys 
dissenting to No. 4: 

1. That it is not desirable to form a Branch Division. 

2. That the Branch remain as at present. 

4. That the Branch Council function as a Medical Services Com- 
mitice for the area, to act in all negotiations with local authorities 
within the area of the Branch, and that all matters in this con- 
nexion be referred to the Executive Committee(s) of the Division(s) 
concerned for consideration and report to the Branch Council, 

5. That the constitution of the Branch Council he amended. 

6. That the Branch Council consist of the following members :— 
Ex-officio: President; vice-president; president-elect; treasurer; two 
secretaries; the representatives (in Representative Body) of the con- 
stituencies comprised in the Branch; the member or members of the 
Council of the Association elected by the group of Branches; such 
one, if any, of the twelve members of Council elected by repre- 
sentatives of constituencies as is resident within the area of the 
Branch; the member or members of the Scottish Committee resident 
in the area of the Branch; and the chairman and honorary secre- 
tarics of the Divisions of the Branch. Other Members: Two methbers 
elected by each Division of the Branch; a public health service 
member or members of the Branch, in the proportion of one. for 
every fifteen or fraction of fifteen of the other members of the 
Branch Council; two representatives (being members of the British 
Medical Association) of the Panel Committees within the area of the 
Branch; representatives of any local statutory committee or local 
medical society at the discretion of the Branch. 

7. That it be a recommendation to the Divisions thet the president 
and secretaries of the Branch be ex-officio members of the Executive 
Committees of the Divisions in the Branch. 

8. That the Regional Professional Committee consist of the Branch 
Council along with co-opted members as recommended in the minutes 
of the joint meeting of the Branch Council and staffs of voluntary 
hospitals in the region, held on May 23rd, 1929. That this Professional 
Committee should ‘be recognized as the body to consider ail proposals 
which may be made for co-ordination of existing hospitals and the 
provision of new hospitals, but that the powers of executive and 
negotiation be vested in the Branch Council, which will convey to the 
local authorities and the Department of Health the professional view 
on such proposals. 

9. That the Branch, or the Division, approach the Scottish Com- 
mittee with a view to a conference being called between the Scottish 
Committee and representatives of the Branches and/or the Divisions 
in Scotland to consider the status and functions of the Scottish Com- 
mittee in relation to the Scottish Branches and Divisions.

Bompay Braycn. 
A meretinG of the Bombay Branch was held on November 8th, 1929, 
at the Pathological Laboratory of the Grant Medical College, with 
Lieut.-Colonel Hamittoy, I.M.8., in the chair.

Dr. Ervikar gave his report of the Annual Meeting of the 
Association at Manchester, which he had attended as a — 
sentative, and expressed his gratitude for the help accorded to him 
by headquarters. The Medical Secretary had provided him with 
letters of introduction to prominent medical men on the Continent, 
whom he had visited before going to Manchester. The arrange- 
ments al Manchester were very good indeed; the representatives 
were warmly welcomed, and received many hospitable invitations, 
He had attended all the meetings of the a Body, and 
commented on the procedure adopted. resolution could be 
moved, he remarked, in one of two ways: either on behalf of 
the Branch, or by finding a seconder. It would not be easy for a 
member from India to find a seconder, and hence he could 
only move a resolution or an amendment if he had authority from 
the Branch. He therefore suggested that a copy of the agenda, 
or of the items relating to India, should be obtained before the 
representative sailed from India. The Branch could then authorize 
him to move a resolution or an amendment on its behalf, and this 
would carry weight. Dr. Erulkar had been particularly interested 
by the exhibilion of medical preparations and appliances showing 
recent advances; the elaborate collection of pathological specimens, 
with a complete guide to them; and the colleciion of works of art 
and of pictures, either by medical men or possessing medical 
interest. 

Dr. Yopr asked for suggestions how to bring Indian matters 
into greater prominence at these mectings. Dr. Eruikar suggested 
that the representative be —- early, so that he would be 
able to study local questions thoroughly and be more fit to repre- 
sent the Branch, The agenda should be obtained by the Branch 
as early as possible, so that it could authorize the representative 
to on its behalf. 

The Cxarrman thought that it would be a good thing to appoirt 
the representative early. It should not be difficult to get a copy 
of the agenda from the head office in good time, since the pro- 
gramme was prepared months in advance, : 

Major ExGinerr then showed three interesting cases—namely, 
aneurysm of the aorta; the Parkinsonian syndrome; and a case of 
paralysis agitans. Dr. S. R. Jocrexar demonstrated a sarcoma of 
the chest wall, which presented unusual difficulties of diagnosis ; 
he also showed a patient on whom he had operated for a mixed- 
celled parotid tumour. 
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Mestings of Branches and Divisions. 
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EpinscurGH Branca. 
Tuer Edinburgh Branch held a reception and dance in the Scottish 
House of the Association on December 6th, 1929. One hundred and 
fifty members and. guests were present, and were received by the 
President and Mrs. Fairfax.

GrBRALTAR BraNcu. 
A meetinc of the Gibraltar Branch was held ai the Military 
Hospital on November 27th, 1929, when Dr. James Lockneap 
was in the chair and nine members were present. 

A set of rules of organization for the Branch was discussed and 
adopted, and the honorary secretary was authorized to furnish a 
room as a meeting room and library at the expense of the Branch. 

Major McVicker, V.C., R.A.M.C., demonstrated a number of 
cases of fractures treated by him very successfully by carly massage 
and movements. Among them a case of complete avulsion with 
external displacement of the head of the radius, treated by 
suturing the head to’ the shaft by means of the remaining 
periosteal tags, was particularly notable on account of the rarity 
of the lesion and the gocd result attained, there being no apparent 
shortening of the bone or limitation of movement. The members 
were also greatly interested in a case of fracture of the scaphoid 
treated by early mobilization, with excellent result. These cases 
were all illustrated by radiograms. 

Subsequently Major MeVicker delivered a lecture on the more 
common fractures and his methods of treatment. He gave a 
summary of the anatomy of bones in general, laying stress on the 
importance of the blood supply from various sources. In fractures of 
the clavicle he started movements on the first day: by the end of 
a week there was firm union and the patient could do without a sling. 
He considered immediate reduction essential to the satisfactory 
treatment of Colles’s fracture; movements and massage were started 
at the beginning, but all movements should be painless. He con- 
sidered the direction of the causative force of more importance 
in causing the deformity than the pull of the muscles. In fractures 
of the seaphoid he called attention to the psychic element apt to 
appear when they were treated by fixation: this increased the 
disability afterwards; early movement completely eliminated this 
complication. These fractures were apt to recur if heavy weights 
were lifted within two months of the injury. In fractures of the 
tibia the bones were very difficult to keep in position. He con- 
sidered quarter-inch displacement with no shortening as good; if 
this was not attained in a week he operated and fixed the bones 
with catgut. Cases of Poit’s fracture he treated in bed with 
early movement: the patient was able to put weight on the foot 
within a fortnight. He instructed his patients to walk, laving their 
weight on the ouiside of the foot; using these means he had never 
had a case of fost arch or deviation of foot. In connexion with 
these fractures he exhibited a three-piece splint with malleable 
metal connecting rods of his own contrivance, giving free access 
to the site of fracture for purposes of dressing, manipulation, ete. 
He also demonstrated a rapid method of making light, perfectly 
adjusted plaster splints. He said he had never had a case of 
non-union following treatment by early mobilization and massage. 
Success greatly depended on careful reduction and readjustment 
of the bones before starting movements; the muscles themselves 
acted as splints. Finally, he demonstrated a fracture of the external 
malleolus he had sustained himself. He had operated on an 
emergency case the same night of the accident, had not spent 
a single day in bed, and was able to stand and lecture within 
a fortnight of the injury. 

A hearty vote of thanks was unanimously accorded to Major 
McVicker for his interesting lecture and demonstration. 


Kext Branch: Tunsripce Division. 

Ar ithe meeting of the Tunbridge Wells Division held on December 
5th, 1929, at the General Hospital, Tunbridge Wells, Dr. A. F. Hurst 
of the Windsor Forest Clinic gave a British Medical Association 
Lecture on common diseases of the liver, and deseribed several 
conditions of the liver not contained in ordinary textbooks.

Mr. Wakeley discussed acute and chronic parotitis, 
and calculi and fistulae of the parotid; he described the methods of 
dealing with each. In particular, he stressed the greatly diminished 
incidence of post-operative acute parotitis when the starvation 
treatment was given up. For old-standing fistulae of the parotid 
he recommended one application of radium, or avulsion of the 
auriculo-temporal nerve; these methods could, he said, be depended 
upon to cure the condition, X rays were not so successful. The 
aficctions of the submaxillary gland were then dealt with in a

in maternity homes, or in hospitals. The midwife should 
investigate the patient's home conditions and report to the 
doctor if these are unfavourable. If it is decided to conduct 
the labour in the patient’s home the midwife should have 
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facilities for obtaining a sterile outfit, and if necessary a home 
help should be provided. In rural areas arrangements should 
be made in accordance with the local conditions. 

Where the population is scattered and sparse, it may be neces- 
sary to émploy a nurse who will fulfil several functions—those 
of ‘midwife, visiting school nurse, and health visitor. Such 
women must be carefully trained midwives. The practice of 
employing a district nurse as midwife is deprecated. Wherever 
this is ane she should be a State-registered nurse with a 
midwifery certificate. Adjacent areas should co-operate so as 
to allow for definite periods of free time and vacations. Each 
nurse should have the use of a car. Team work is essential, 
and patients found to have some abnormality would probably 
be removed either to the cottage hospital, or, when necessary, 
to a fully equipped institution. 

In institutions the following accommodation should be avail- 
able: for ante-natal care; for normal labour where the home 
conditions are unsuitable or when the patient prefers insti- 
tutional treatment; for abnormal labour and the puerperium ; 
for puerperal sepsis; for cases of venereal disease; for mental 
cases ; for convalescent cases, with accommodation for infants ; 
for cases of ophthalmia neonatorum ; and for cases of pulmonary 
tuberculosis. The local authority should see that all practi- 
tioners and midwives are kept fully informed of the ambulance 
services available in their area. 


Training of Students and Pupil Midwives. 

To secure efficient midwifery services the committee holds 
that better training of the medical student is required, and 
post-graduate study is advisable. The General Medical Council's 
recommendations should be enforced. In accordance with these 
recommendations instruction should be given during a period of 
at least two terms, and include the following : (1) systematic 
instruction in the principles and practice of obstetrics and 
gynaecology ; (2) lectures or demonstrations in clinical obstetrics 
and gynaecology, and attendance at out-patient and in-patient 
gynaecological practice; and (3) opportunity for studying ante- 
natal conditions and infant hygiene. Further, after attending 
the courses of systematic instruction, every student should give 
continuous attendance at obstetrical hospital practice, under 
the supervision of a competent officer, for a period of three 
months, during one month of which he should perform. the 
duties of an intern student in a lying-in hospital or ward; he 
should attend during the period twenty cases of labour under 
adequate supervision. District maternity work should not be 
taken until the student has delivered at least five cases in the 
lying-in hospital or ward to the satisfaction of his teacher. 
The Federation is of the opinion that students should have more 
responsibility before and during labour and after delivery. 
Where meee they should examine each case and follow it to 
its conclusion. Furthermore, there should be opportunities for 
post-graduate work in hospital, and the value of a diploma in 
obstetrics and gynaecology might well be considered. 

Midwives, suggests the committee, should have a higher 
standard of general education than at present; each midwife 
should hold a C.M.B. certificate and have post-certification 
practical experience. She should work under a medical super- 
visor, any delegation of whose duties should be to a State- 
registered nurse holding a C.M.B. certificate and a teacher’s 
diploma. Arrangemenis should be made for post-certification 
courses of study of a fortnight’s duration every three or four 
years. 

Laboratory Investigation. 

There should be facilities for all necessary pathological, 
hacterivlogical, and biochemical examination of specimens. 
Arrangements should he made for research in maternal mortalit 
ama and cases should be available for such research 
work. 

Financial and Administrative Arrangements. 

The cost of a national maternity service might be provided 
hy an extension of the National Health Insurance Act to 
include wives of insured men, the income limit being £250 
to £300 a year. The persons at present insured and their wives 
would pay an increased premium, but would secure the following 
henefits : cash benefit as at present; midwife and medical 
attention; and institutional treatment and home help when 
necessary. It is further suggested that the scheme should be 
extended to voluntarily insured persons. 

In the interests of maternal welfare all payments should be 
made promptly to the mother.

LONDON INSURANCE COMMITTEE, 
Employment of Assistants. 

Ar the meeting of ithe London Insurance Committee, on Decemby 
19th, 1929, it was reported that difficulty had arisen in seve 
cases in connexion with the employment of assistants, Ty 
difficulty chiefly relates to those practitioners who, having liss 
of a size which require them to employ an assistant, haw 
remained without an assistant’s services. The committee arrangs| 
to obtain quarterly statements from practitioners who wor 
required to employ an assislant, and the result showed tha 
in several cases an assistant was not employed, or a considerabk 
interval separated the departure of one assistant from the appoia- 
ment of his successor. Certain suggestions have now been mat 
by the Joint Consultative Committee, a body representative of 
both the Panel and Insurance Committees, which are to be pit 
into effect, and will, it is hoped, go far to remove the difficulties 
They are drawn up on lines which have proved useful in another 
insurance area. Henceforth, when the committee has give 
approval to the appointment of an assistant, it will require tle 
assistant to make a writien application for admission to the Medical 
List, and to underiake to observe the terms of service embodiel 
in the Medical Benefit Regulations. The name of the assistant 
will be entered in the Medical List as “‘ assistant ’’ to the principil 
concerned. The committee will require tu be satisfied that prope 
and sufficient surgery and waiting-room accommodation is avail 
able for patients, and that either the principal or assistant resides 
at the surgery or sufficiently near thereto to be readily availabk 
Immediate notice of the termination or of the intention tp 
terminate the appointment of an assistant must be given, 4 
successor must be appointed within one month of such terminatin, 
or within such other period as may, having regard to the circum 
stances, be considered reasonable by the committee, and durig 
the period between the departure of one assistant and the appoitt 
ment of another it will be the duty of the principal to engag 
a locumtenent. A locumtenent must also he engaged for ay 
period exceeding one week during which eilher the principal & 
the assistant is absent, though it is added that this clause wil 
not be pressed during holiday periods, provided  satisfactoy 
arrangements are made for the conduct of the practice.
